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HEALTH CHECK 
WOE FOR PAH

STANDARDS of hygiene and 
cleanliness at Harlow’s Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital have 
been among the worst in the 
country - by its own admis¬ 
sion. 

Details of self-assessments 
carried out by NHS trusts and 
published this week by the 
Healthcare Commission show 
PAH was one of just eight hos¬ 
pital trusts which failed to meet 
two out of three key hygiene tar¬ 
gets last year. 

The benchmark was also missed 
by 13 primary care trusts. 


The data, based on PAH man¬ 
agers’ own analysis of performance 
in the year ending March 31 this 


year, reveals the hospital failed to: 
# have systems in place to ensure 
the risk of hospital-acquired infec¬ 


tion to patients was reduced, and 
0 provide services in “environ¬ 
ments which promoted effective care 
and optimised health outcomes with 
cleanliness levels that met the 
national specification”. 

It means the PAH Trust - which 
also runs St Margaret’s Hospital in 
Epping - has just 10 months to turn 
around its performance before the 
Healthcare Commission is supersed¬ 
ed by a new super regulator which 
will have the power to shut dirty 
wards and intervene directly in the 
running of services. 

This week PAH chief executive 
Chris Pocklington said the hospital 
had already taken massive strides 
forward in recent months and the 
poor score for the year was because 
of failures prior to September 2007. 

Although there were 22 recorded

BT police to step 
up patrols after 
eighth rail death 



TRANSPORT police are stepping up patrols at 
Harlow’s two train stations following an eighth 
rail death in just four months. 

Gary Planck (43), from Harlow, was struck by the 
Stansted to Liverpool Street service on the line 
near Harlow Town station on Thursday night. 

The incident, which is not being treated as 
suspicious, adds to the growing list of fatalities 
which have occurred on the line between Harlow 
Town and Harlow Mill stations since February. 
Following the last death Harlow MP Bill Rammell 
called on rail chiefs to take action to try to 
prevent further tragedies. It is understood he will 
be meeting with rail authority representatives 
soon to discuss progress. 

But speaking this week a British Transport Police 
spokesman said it was continuing to work with 
partner agencies including Harlow Council, 
Network Rail and National Express East Anglia 
to discuss whether further measures can be taken 
and said plans were in hand to increase BTP 
visits to the stations. 

“The rail system is an open network and stations 
are of necessity easily accessible so it is not

cases of the MRSA 
superbug during the 
12-month period there 
were none in the final 
three.

ensure we saw a 
dramatic reduction. 


Court battle looming 
over homes blueprint

A PLANNING blueprint which lays 
the foundations for thousands of 
new homes in Harlow and huge 
development on countryside to the 
north could be stopped in its tracks. 

The Star understands that leading 
county councillors in neighbouring 
Hertfordshire are actively considering 
mounting a legal challenge to the East of 
England Plan which was given the go- 
ahead by the Government last month. 



Hertfordshire County Council is currently 
consulting lawyers over its options and, if it 
goes ahead with court action, expects to get 
the backing of 10 of its district councils. 

The EoEP would have to be challenged on 
specific grounds such as the standard of con¬ 


sultation processes or alleged failures to 
comply with the European Union’s habitats 
directive which exists to protect environ¬ 
ments populated by threatened species. 

The deadline for any attempt to force a 
judicial review runs out on Monday. 

Today (Thursday) campaigners from pres¬ 
sure group Stop Harlow North were due to 
present a petition to the leaders of both 
Hertfordshire County Council and East Herts 
District Council encouraging them to take 
the potentially costly gamble. 

If the challenge fails, the councils could 
face legal bills running into hundreds of 
thousands of pounds. But Stop Harlow North 
secretary Nigel Clark said the fact the final 


version of the Plan goes against the advice of 
the independent planning inspector, appoint¬ 
ed by the Government to review it in 200, 
means there is a strong legal case. 

“For such a weight of evidence against the 
proposals, and the conclusions of the inde¬ 
pendent planning inspector, to have been 
ignored by the final Plan is not only morally 
unacceptable but indicates that due process 
cannot have been followed,” he said. 

A Hertfordshire County Council spokes¬ 
woman told the Star the authority was still 
reviewing its options while a spokesman for 
East Herts Council confirmed officials had 
been in discussions with County Hall about 
possible action.

plaint of unfair treatment by 
TalkSPORT has been rejected. 

The decision comes after a 
five-month investigation into 
the presenter’s conduct during 
an interview last December in 
which Mr Bennett defended his 
plans to bring a private prosecu¬ 
tion against the parents of miss¬ 
ing girl Madeleine McCann. 

While on air Mr 
Whale, who was sub¬ 
sequently sacked 
from the station for 
political bias during 
the London mayoral 
elections, took excep¬ 
tion to Mr Bennett’s 
plans and called him 
an idiot who was 
“despicable and dis¬ 
gusting” and should 
“go away and grow 
up”. 

Mr Bennett later 
described Mr Whale’s 
reaction as intimidat¬ 
ing but OFCOM has 
now ruled that that 
the interview and 
introduction were 
acceptable because 
they were in keeping 
with the established 
nature of the pro¬ 
gramme, adding that 
regular listeners 
would have expected 
the interview to be 
dominated by the pre-

senter’s views. 

This week Mr Ben¬ 
nett told the Star he 
was very unhappy 
with the decision and 
hoped to be able to 
appeal. 

“I made a com¬ 
plaint to OFCOM 
because I expected at 
least a degree of fair¬ 
ness in the inter¬ 
view,” he said. “I did 
not bargain for con¬ 
stant interruption, 
especially when I 
was answering James 
Whale’s questions, 
not ducking them. 

“I note that since 
my complaint, James 
Whale has been 
sacked by TalkSPORT 
for the very thing I 
accused him of - 
unfairness.”

possible to prevent someone who is intent on 
taking their life from doing so,” he said. 
“However, with our partners, we are taking 
any steps we can to reduce the occurrence of 
such tragic events. 

“A number of measures have already been 
taken including specialist training for rail 
staff by the Samaritans and ensuring staff are 
more visible to the public. BTP officers will 
also be making extra visits to both stations as 
well as linking in with Essex Police’s Safer 
Neighbourhood Team for the Harlow area.” 

Harlow Council leader Andrew Johnson 
confirmed representatives had held a meeting 
with BTP and other authorities last week to 
discuss if anything more can be done. 

“Suicide and unexpected death are sensi¬ 
tive and difficult issues for all involved but a 
multi-service approach to managing the 
problem will ensure that agencies can work 
together to use their resources to manage this 
difficult and complex situation,” he said.

A MAJOR drive to improve 
people’s breathing is being 
launched in Harlow this 
weekend at the start of a 
national awareness week.

Town tax offices 
in the firing line 


TRADES unions have warned the 
closure of Harlow’s two tax offices 
will put dozens of jobs at risk and 
increase the danger of tax evasion 
and fraud. 

The offices at Terminus House, in 
Terminus Street, and Beaufort House, in 
Crown Gate, are among 95 in the country 
which face the axe in a major re-organi¬ 
sation by HM Revenue & Customs. 

Arising out of the integration of the old 
Inland Revenue and Customs & Excise 
departments in 2005, the proposed closures 
are part of a major cost-cutting drive. 

Under the plans, the functions of the two 
Harlow offices would be transferred to 
Bishop’s Stortford. However, Harlow would 
retain a small inquiry desk to deal with 
queries.

“The plan is for staff to be transferred to 
Bishop’s Stortford but this just won’t be an 
option for many of them and, as such, their 
skills and experience will be lost. 

“The majority of our members in Harlow 
are female and work part-time and they, along 
with other PCS members in Harlow, will find 
it extremely difficult to relocate or find anoth¬ 
er office. They face a very uncertain future.” 


Mrs Gerrard added that the proposal to 
retain Harlow’s inquiry desk was misleading: 
“Any plans for a public counter surely cannot 
be viable without an office to support it. 

“The inquiry centre at Harlow currently 
receives over 13,000 visits by members of the 
public per year - for example, self-employed 
trades people, pensioners and tax credit 
claimants seeking advice.” 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell said the move 
was intended to divert money towards front¬ 
line services rather than back office opera¬ 
tions, but said he had written to the minister 
responsible to raise the union’s concerns. 

Harlow Conservative prospective 
Parliamentary candidate Robert Halfon 
warned the move would cause “major incon¬ 
venience” to residents and local businesses, 
especially with Post Offices also threatened 
by Government cuts.

Spurious targets 


My misplaced 
hope in Tories 

SIR, I can’t tell you how my heart 
sank as I read of the threat to 
weekly refuse collections. I naively 
thought that with the Conservatives 
gaining power in Harlow, such 
stupid ideas would be squashed. 
Apparently I was wrong. 

So why are fortnightly collections 
and wheelie bins such a bad idea? 

# Where do you keep the bins (I 
presume there will be at least three 
per household, one for refuse, one 
for non-recyclables and the other 
for recycling), given that few 
houses and no flats have a suitable 
area at the front of the property to 
store them? 

O They will be vulnerable to 
vandalism as we all have open plan 
front gardens without fencing or 
hedges to offer some protection. 

# Just imagine the stench from 
them after a fortnight of rotting 
waste left to bake in the summer 
sun and with the additional effects 
of the heat from global warming. 

0 Vermin will have a field day, 
with increases in rats, mice, foxes, 
cats and dogs all coming for a free 
meal. And don’t kid yourselves that 
the lids these bins have will keep 
the vermin out. 

# Since I cannot imagine our 
dustmen collecting the bins from 
the front of the houses, how are the 
disabled, elderly and sick supposed 
to get the bins to the kerbside for 
emptying? 

# Cost. I have seen wheeled bins 
for sale in lay-bys around Essex at 
around £20 per bin. Assuming the 
council can purchase them that 
cheaply (which I doubt), how many 
hundreds of thousands of pounds 
of our council taxes will the 
council spend to equip all the 
properties in Harlow? 

# Your article says that food waste 
would still be collected weekly, but 
for how long?

The vast 
majority of my neighbours 
religiously separate out the 
recyclable items from the food waste 
and many (like me) have a compost 
bin for vegetable matter, etc, so why 
change? This scheme will only cost 
large sums of money for no 
appreciable gain. 

If Harlow Council is serious about 
cutting waste collections, I suggest 
they purchase a compost bin for each 
household with a garden. You will be 
amazed how much of what we throw 
away could be composted. My bin 
was £10 from an Essex County 
Council offer and is most effective.

College's spin

That he managed to gain an 
admission from deputy principal Pat 
Hay that the college ‘spun’ their 
statistics (“all organisations tried to 
show figures in the best possible 
light”) while at the same time 
principal Colin Hindmarch 
contradicted this assertion is an 
excellent piece of journalism. Only 
one of them can be telling the truth 
- and I think we all know who it is 
in this instance. 


SIR, It was with increasing dismay 
that I read your front page story 
headlined ‘Schools Shock’ (Star, 
June 12), not because the basic 
facts in the story were incorrect 
but that the present Government 
has, in pursuit of its own spurious 
targets, labelled three of Harlow’s 
secondary schools as “failing” 
when I know that this is far from 
the truth. 

As chair of Stewards governors, I 
have in the last few weeks received 
from the Specialist Schools and 
Academies Trust two letters of 
congratulations, one for being one 
of the most improved specialist 
schools in the 2007 GCSE 
examinations and one for being 
one of the specialist schools with 
the highest value added score in 
the country. This is the fourth year 
running that we have received 
such recognition. Add this to last 
year’s Ofsted inspection rating of 
‘good with outstanding features’, 
and I think it is obvious that 
Stewards is far from being a 
“failing” school. 

I should say that I brought all this 
to the attention of Bill Rammell 
last December. I have yet to receive 
an acknowledgement, much less a 
reply. You would think that having 
one of the smallest majorities in 
the country he might make more 
of an effort. 

Unfortunately, one should point 
out that both major opposition 
parties have labelled the 
Government’s target as 
“unambitious”, so potentially 
there would be more failing 
schools in Harlow with another 
party in power. 

I do not see how any of this 
uncertainty and turmoil will help 
hard-working teachers in our 
schools in the task of further 
raising achievement of our pupils. 
They do not need more 
interference, but they do need 

Not that Pat Hay should be sizing 
up for his halo yet. He claimed that 
A-level results were worse than the 
previous year because more 
students sat the exams. Quite how 
this automatically leads to more 
students failing is not at all clear, 
but is it not the case that the 
number of students who sat these 
exams actually declined from 859 to 
807? Can he please try to present 
this apparent contradiction in the 
best possible light? 

However, nothing quite matches 
Colin Hindmarch’s awesome record 
for contradicting himself, let alone 
his own deputy. Last year, he 
claimed that the costs of his staff 
‘restructuring’ stood at £150,000 
but later had to concede it was close 
to £lm. In the spring of 2007, he 
pledged that subject days would not 
be imposed without consulting staff, 
students and parents - but it was 
imposed without consultation and 
with disastrous consequences. 

In Jim Tanfield’s report, Colin 
Hindmarch said: “The Strategy was 
intended to be introduced gradually 
(but) the college was left with 
problems due to the unexpectedly 
high level of staff lost”. And yet, 
only three months ago, in this very 
publication, Colin Hindmarch stated 
that, “We could get the restructuring 
in place much quicker because we 
were only expecting 40 to leave”. 

Mr Hindmarch claimed that he has 
been both honest and open at all 
times. Could he then please account 
for these contradictions and, better 
still, could he and the rest of the 
principalship please stand down so 
that the light of truth might emerge 
from their shadows?

Failing schools? I don’t think so!

SIR, Your coverage of the 
Government’s National Challenge 
and its impact on Harlow schools 
was selective, misleading and 
presents a very false picture. 

Not once in the DCSF press 
release is there reference to failing 
schools yet your newspaper 
chooses to run with photos of 
three Harlow schools with the 
label “failing”. 

The reality is very different to the 
one you present. All Harlow 
schools have improved 
significantly in the last decade, 
with A-C pass rates at GCSE 
going from 28 per cent to 62.5 per 
cent. That has happened because 
of good teaching, huge extra 
investment and a determined focus 
on improving results. 

But the Government rightly wants 
all schools to do even better, 
particularly on the A-C pass rate 
including English and maths, and 
has set a target that every school 
in the country should exceed a 
minimum performance threshold 
by 2011. Three Harlow schools, 
two of which will be open in 2011, 
currently do not achieve this. 

Local GP value 

SIR, There is a good deal of 
publicity at present about 
Government proposals to alter the 
way we will be able to use our GP 
surgeries. For those of us who have 
always found our doctors well 
qualified to take care of us, it is 
difficult to know what the 
Government finds wrong with them. 
My husband and I were married in 
1948, the year the NHS started, so 
we will be celebrating 60 years of 
happy married life just as the 
country celebrates the start of the 
NHS in the same year. Therefore it 
seems fitting to write to 
congratulate the NHS on its 
anniversary and to defend the 
doctors in the British Medical 
Association from attack. 

For all of our 60 years together, we 
have received first-class care and 
attention from our doctors and it is 
with a feeling of shock that we read 
of Government intentions to change 
the system and to hear that local 
surgeries may disappear. 

It is probably easy for highly placed 
surgeons and busy politicians who 
move in the theatre of large 
hospitals and Parliament to feel out 
of place in the small, very practical, 
down-to-earth surgeries of local 
GPs. This does not mean that the 
latter are wrong or inefficient. 

Our good general practice tradition 
must continue to be valued, 
cherished and supported. The level 
of direct and regular personal 
contact with a small group of 
doctors is of far greater worth than 
at a large clinic, however well- 
equipped.

SIR, As a former pupil of Mark 

Hall School, I feel that I must 

correct the current misconceptions 

about educational achievement at 

the institution. 

The Government’s decision to take 
the percentage of students being 
awarded five or more A*-C grades 
in virtual isolation as a measure of 
an educational establishment’s 
success invalidates the statistics. 
Other important factors are 
omitted, such as natural variations 
in abilities both between 
catchments and between the 
different cohorts of students 
sitting the exams from one year to 
the next. Furthermore, no 
consideration is given to the fact 
that many very able students gain 
places at institutions which impose 
an entrance exam to guarantee 
high grades. Excellent 
establishments, such as Mark Hall, 
are thus denied a balanced intake. 
The Star article notes that Brays 
Grove, Stewards, and Mark Hall 
all have high value-added scores. 
Although I personally only 
everattended Mark Hall, this does 


not surprise me. Throughout my 
years at Mark Hall, the emphasis 
of the dedicated staff was on 
ensuring that every pupil did the 
best that they possibly could. 
Students were divided on the basis 
of ability from Year 8 onwards. 

The quality of teaching in 
whichever set I was placed was 
very high. 

Having left with 11 A*-C grades, I 
do not think the school can be said 
to be ‘failing’. On the contrary, I 
was able to progress to AS and A2 
Levels at Harlow College (2003-05) 
and to Queen Mary University of 
London (2005-present). 

Far from improving the 
percentage of pupils gaining five 
or more A*-C grades, declaring 
Harlow schools to be ‘failing’ risks 
decreasing the figure as a greater 
proportion of the more able 
students seek places at selective 
schools outside the town.

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Angle given 
help pledge

HOUSING bosses have promised 
to help every tenant of The Angle 
find new homes in a major step 
towards averting a homelessness 
crisis when the building is shut. 

The pledge came as residents met with 
managers of the facility in Fourth 
Avenue, Harlow, to discuss their future 
ahead of the December closure. 

Housing association South Anglia Housing 
is closing the building to flatten it and make 
way for affordable homes because of health 
and safety concerns, under-occupation and its 
general condition. 

The move left tenants fearing they would be 
made homeless after learning the organisation 
had no obligation to re-house them. 

But after discussions with local 
charity Streets2Homes, the company has 
decided to plough thousands of pounds into 
providing a six-month support package which 
will bring in specialist advisors to help all 61 
residents find new accommodation. 

Speaking at Tuesday’s meeting, South 
Anglia Housing managing director Chris 
Ellison said: “We guarantee to work with 



everybody, if they want us to, to try and get 
them somewhere to live. We don’t want to 
make anybody homeless.” 

He added the weekly surgeries at both The 
Angle and Steets2Homes’ base in Wych Elm 
would give financial and legal advice plus a 
rundown of housing options. 

Resident Mustafa Osman said he was angry 
people will not be moved to the new housing 
planned for the site and added they cannot be 
moved up the priority list for council housing 
until they are served notice in July. 

Mr Ellison said he was aware of legal con¬ 
straints but stressed all concerns will be 
addressed by the advisors. 

Afterwards, he said: “I'm confident that if 
people take the advice and help we can find 
them better accommodation for the future.” 

A Streets2Homes spokesman said it was 
pleased to be helping the tenants.

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Tories build on their 
local election victory 


THE Conservative Party has 
strengthened its power base 
at the Civic Centre after 
thrashing Labour to win the 
Harlow Common by-elec¬ 
tion. 

Tory Clive Souter cruised to 
victory in Thursday’s poll, secur¬ 
ing 959 votes in a 37 per cent 
turnout. 

Labour candidate Norman Knight 
polled 628 votes, failing to retain the 
seat previously held by Greg Peck 
who died earlier this year. 

Liberal Democrat James Rideout 
finished third with 419 votes - almost 
twice the number the party secured 
last year - and former Lib Dem Jim 
Pailing, standing as an independent, 
polled 53 votes. 

The result compounded Labour’s 
recent misery at the polls after the 
Conservatives won full control of 
Harlow Council at May’s local elec¬ 
tions. 

It ended the four-year reign of the 
Labour/Lib Dem coalition and reduc¬ 
ing Labour, which held the authority 
with an iron grip from 1973-2000, to 
its smallest ever number of council¬ 
lors. 

The by-election result means the 
Tories now have 19 seats, followed by 
the Liberal Democrats with eight and 
Labour with six.

“Things were unlikely to change 
dramatically in the five weeks since 
May 1,” he said. “People are protest¬ 
ing and we as a party have to respond 
to that. 

“However, comparing this result 
with all other wards on May 1, there 
has been some movement back 
towards Labour. 

“One of the reasons for this was our 
very strong opposition to fortnightly 
black bag collections. We will contin¬ 
ue to campaign against Harlow’s 
Conservative council’s desire to move 
to fortnightly black bag collections.” 


Pre-school 'broke no rules'

OFSTED has failed to 
apologise to an Epping 
Upland pre-school for 
wrongly closing it for three 
months. 

Fledglings, based at Epping 
Upland Primary School, was 
told by Ofsted it was flouting 
regulations and had to either 
relocate or close. 

The pre-school uses the 
primary’s hall and has been 
established for 40 years. But 
in March a Government 
inspector claimed strict rules 
had been broken because 
primary school staff and 
children were using the hall 
for access to a new learning 
support classroom. 

Manager Lisa Jeffery was 
told immediate action would 
have to be taken and, after 
relocation was dismissed as 
an option, the pre-school 
closed immediately. 

Ofsted has now reversed the 
decision, admitting no rules 
had been broken because 
only vetted staff and 
schoolchildren walked 
through the hall. 


Mrs Jeffery, who was not 
paid during the closure nor 
offered compensation, said: 
“It just seems like it was 
completely unnecessary 
disruption for the parents as 
they were told without 
warning to find places for 
their children elsewhere. 
“Considering we look after 
children who are about to go 
to big school, it doesn’t seem 


fair and was a massive 
inconvenience. 

She added the nursery had 
not yet received a direct 
apology for the disruption. 
An Ofsted spokeswoman 
denied any wrong doing, 
stating the closure was 
entirely about the safety of 
the children and confirmed 
the hall was still allowed to 
be used for access. 


Thief is spared 
jail term after 
addiction fight 

A MAN avoided prison because 
a judge was impressed with the 
way he has dealt with his drink 
and drugs problem. 

Steven Kingett (48) of Taylifers, 
Harlow, admitted theft and 
driving while disqualified at 
Luton Crown Court on Thursday. 
He was given an 18-month 
suspended jail term after the 
court heard he had made a ‘real 
effort’ to kick his drink and drug 
habit. He was also banned from 
driving for a year and told to 
pay £300 costs. 

Prosecuting, Edmund Vickers 
said that on July 12 last year 
Kingett was given a four-week 
jail sentence, suspended for a 
year, for theft. 

But on July 15, police stopped 
him leaving a building site with 
35 scaffolding beams worth 
£1,600. He gave a false name 
and claimed he was doing a 
cash-in-hand job for a man and 
did not think it suspicious. The 
court heard Kingett had been in 
court 23 times since 1976. 

Miss Sophie Langevad, in 
mitigation, said: “All his 
previous offending has been 
linked to his use of alcohol and 
drugs. He no longer drinks and 
has been clear of drugs for 
seven months. He has made real 
efforts to change.” 

Judge Gareth Davies said: “At 
48 it is time you packed it in. 
The only thing that stops me 
sending you straight to prison is 
that you have made a very 
impressive response to 
assistance with your drug 
problem.”

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Anger at snub 
from charity 
over donation 


A CHARITY has been criticised 
for refusing a “substantial” 
donation from a businessman. 
Mo Ghadami - who owns 
several buildings in Harlow 
including the now-closed 
businesses Polekatz pole dancing 
club, Mo’s Leisure and The 
Paradise Club - said he had 
offered an annual donation to the 
Michael Robert’s Charitable 
Trust, in Wych Elm, a Christian 
cause which looks after socially 
disadvantaged people, only for it 
to be declined. 

The trust said it had closely 
reviewed the offer and decided it 
did not need his help, but the 
decision has left Mr Ghadami 
questioning the move. 

“I wanted absolutely nothing in 
return,” he insisted. “This has 
really surprised me as they 
seemed really keen when I first 
offered’.” 

Mr Ghadami, who donates to 
other local charities, added: “It 
would have been a substantial 
amount and it would have been 
long-term. I think those who 
fundraise for the charity have a 
right to know why the donation 
was turned down.” 

Trust secretary Gary Knott said 
it was in a position to be able to 
turn down donations, adding: 

“All our applications for 
donations are considered and we 
make a decision on what we see. 
“We do like to receive funding 
and support but from our point 
of view we have to review what 
we are offered. Mr Ghadami just 
visited me ad hoc and no amount 
of money was mentioned.” 


'I can't afford fee 
to get dog back'

A DEVOTED dog owner whose pet 
escaped after a passer-by opened her 
garden gate fears it may have to be re¬ 
housed due to a charge imposed by 
Harlow Council. 

Six-year-old Patterdale terrier Bruno went 
missing from his Ladyshot home on 
Thursday night and was later picked up by 
council dog wardens. 

The authority has demanded £95 from owner 
Penny Smith for his return or it will re-home him 
but she says she cannot afford the fee, which has 
since risen to £104, and can see no option but to 
let the dog go. 

Mrs Smith said: “He’s a really loved dog and I 
thought it was strange when he didn’t appear for a 
while so I went looking and the gate was wide 
open. It seems really unfair and my kids are so 
upset as I can’t afford the fees.” 

In an unrelated incident, Jason Spencer (30), of 
Bishopsfield, was also highly critical after his dog 
was picked up and handed in by a member of the 
public. 

The dog, which is microchipped, was standing 
at the end of a path leading from Mr Spencer’s 
house when he said she was taken on Saturday 
night. 

But despite explaining the situation, he was 
ordered to pay the fee or have the dog re-homed. 
He said he now faces losing his pet because he 
can’t afford the charge and claims he was told he 
cannot pay in instalments. 

The council defended its policy, stating all own-

ers have a legal duty to prevent their pets from 
straying and that all dogs in public should be 
wearing a collar. 

“A dog will be returned once a £25 statutory fee 
set by Government, the kennelling costs, any vet’s 
bills and a £13.11 admin fee is paid for by the 
owner,” said a spokesman. 

“Dogs must be kept for a minimum of seven 
days if not claimed by their owner. After that time, 
if not reclaimed by an owner, dogs will be sent for 
re-homing via an animal charity.”

Mugabe jibe at 
new Tory chief 

THE former Labour joint leader of Harlow 
Council has accused his Conservative suc¬ 
cessor of behaving “like Robert Mugabe” 
after his party was left with just one member 
on each council committee. 

Tony Durcan, who stepped down as leader 
of the Labour group after his party’s defeat at 
last month’s local elections, compared new 
Tory council chief Andrew Johnson to the 
Zimbabwean president over claims the size 
of committees had been fixed. 

At Tuesday’s council meeting it was 
revealed the number of councillors on each 
committee - eight or nine on most - will be 
slightly less than in the last municipal year. 
With committees reflecting the political 
make-up of the council, this gives Labour 
one seat on each. 

Mr Durcan complained: “They could have 
made the committees larger giving us two 
seats on each. It’s a deliberate attempt to 
silence the voice of Labour, stifle opposition 
and disenfranchise our supporters. It feels a 
bit like Robert Mugabe in Zimbabwe.” 

But Mr Johnson said to achieve an accu¬ 
rate balance, committees would have to be 
increased to an unworkable 17 members or 
more to give Labour a bigger representation. 

“Labour are entitled to an 18 per cent pro¬ 
portion of councillors,” he told the Star. 
“There are only six of them now so it’s quite 
difficult. “If they want a bigger representa¬ 
tion, they could always try getting more peo¬ 
ple to vote for them.”

Jobs to go in 
GSK shake-up

ONE of Harlow’s biggest 
employers is set to make a series 
of job cuts in a further blow to 
the town’s economy. 

Pharmaceuticals giant 
GlaxoSmithKline has announced it 
plans to shed an unknown number of 
staff from the firm’s research and 
development operations - including 
some working at the company’s 
Edinburgh Way site. 

The company is struggling in the face of 
competition from cheaper generic 
medicines and has already made staff 
cuts in other departments. 

Its profits have also reportedly been hit 
by an estimated £lbn annual loss in sales 
of diabetes medication Avandia after a 
report last summer which suggested a 
possible link between the drug and an 
increased risk of heart attacks in those 
taking it. 

The redundancies are the latest stage of a 
cost reduction package announced last 
year which is intended to save GSK 
£700m a year. 

Despite this, the firm has recently 
splashed out on the high-profile purchase 
of American drugs firm Sirtris for 
£362m. 

“We continue to reshape our R&D 
operations to take advantage of new 
scientific opportunities and improve 
GSK’s productivity,” said a GSK 
spokeswoman. 

“Regrettably, some job reductions are 
necessary and we will do everything we 
can to support those employees who are 
affected. 

“These changes are part of GSK’s 
longer-term strategy to ensure that we 
invest in key areas of future growth and 
evolve our business to compete 
effectively in what is a rapidly changing 
and challenging environment for 
pharmaceutical companies.” 

The announcement comes in the wake of 
considerable job losses at several other 
Harlow firms in the past two months. 
Almost 200 staff at TUI Travel will be 
out of work by September, while 
employees at United Glass, JJB Sports 
and Pitney Bowes have also been hit 
with compulsory redundancies since 
April.

BRITISH scientists think 
they may have discovered 
a new way of going where 
no man has gone before! 

They have been testing out special 
missiles to fire at the Moon in an 
attempt to learn more about what 
lies beneath the surface.

The 
route is well lit throughout but you may find a 
small torch useful. Layered clothing is best and 
bring waterproof clothing if rain is forecast.

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When the market 
met all our needs

I T might be a dowdy 
affair today, but these 
pictures by local 
photographer Bob Malster 
show just how different the 
New Town’s market was on 
the day it opened in May 
1956. 

Plans and inspiration for the 
market date back far earlier, 
however, and there was much 
debate about where it should go 
and what form it should take. 
When Harlow Development 
Corporation met to consider the 
issue in 1948, for example, the 
question of an agricultural market 
was discussed. But this was ruled 
out for fear such an attraction would 
fail to take off. 

There was also talk of building a 
market hall to house indoor stalls, 
although masterplanner Frederick 
Gibberd was said to prefer an 
outdoor square in the town’s north¬ 
east corner, remarking that: “There 
would be more freedom in the 
skyline and the result could be 



something very good and unusual.” 
Predictions of success proved 
justified. By 1969, the Saturday 
market boasted 20 fruit and 
vegetable stalls, 10 general clothing 
stalls, three each retailing lingerie 
and hosiery, and two traders of hats 
and shoes. There were six toy stalls, 
four selling carpets, four for 


household goods, two for car and 
cycle accessories and one selling 
timber. 

Other stalls sold radio and electrical 
equipment, lamp shades, 
gramophone records, eggs, 
confectionary and more. 

Among those who used the market 
in the early days was Kathleen 
Chadwick, of The Fortunes. She 
recalls: “The square was full of 
stalls. We loved the plant stall of Mr 


Cakebread and his sister - he always 
put in ‘spares’ and told us how to 
grow them. I also remember Mr 
Bowers and his family who had the 
veg and green grocery stall.” 

She added: “I wonder if anyone 
remembers the man who came on 
Bank Holidays and sold great 
bundles of materials and trimmings? 
He would send out cups of tea to 
people in the crowd and was a real 
character.”

AFTER director Ang Lee’s half-cocked 
arthouse Hulk of 2003, a more exciting and 
traditional approach has been taken by 
Louis Leterrier. 

With more than a cheery wave to the 
1970s TV show of the same name - in fact, 
the opening sequence directly alludes to it 
- the scale is much, much bigger. 

In the TV show, Dr David Banner would 
lose his rag, along with yet another 
delightful Wal-Mart shirt and trouser 
combination, and transform into the raging 
beast at anything from a bee sting to a 
traffic jam. 

Now Banner (the superb Ed Norton), first 
name Bruce a la the original stories, has a 
job to do on the global stage. 

Looking for a cure for his metamorphosis 
and dreaming of his lady love Betsy Ross 
(Liv Tyler) and how he may never have her 
because of his condition, he’s tracked 
down in South America by a unit of US 
commandos led by Emil Blonsky (Tim 
Roth). 

He escapes unscathed, but not before 
making a lasting impression on them with 
his, well, incredible powers. 

Back in the US, military scientists under the 
guidance of Betsy’s dad, General 
‘Thunderbolt’ Ross (William Hurt), are 
hard at work developing a super soldier 
programme (incidentally, the same project 
which was used to create Captain 
American in the Marvel universe). 

They succeed with Blonsky as a test 
subject, imbuing him with all kinds if 
Matrix-style powers, but he pushes the 
programme in a whole new direction 
when he compels a doctor helping Banner 
to inject him with the latter’s blood, 
mutating into the staggeringly powerful 
creature The Abomination. 

There’s only one other force on the planet 
who even has a chance of stopping it, and 
luckily Banner’s prepared to step up just in 
time for a climactic confrontation of 
behemoths on the streets of New York.

STONER rock can often seem like a

FLAVORS OF ENTANGLEMENT 

Alanis Morissette (album, Maverick) 

Despite selling a trillion discs warbling about how dreadful and 
unreliably profligate men are on her angst-ridden but enjoyable 
debut Jagged Little Pill , the Canadian has struggled to recapture 
form. Apart from the third tuneful and elegant release Under Rug 
Swept, there’s been little to set her apart from the burgeoning body 
of powerful female vocalists. This more poppy and at times more 
Cher-like effort, with biker chick power chords and synths, is no 
exception.

Love, madness and short circuits 


I’M A CYBORG 

(Tartan Asia Extreme, 15, retail) 

A romantic comedy seems a pretty off-the-wall 
project from the man who delivered the bleak 
bloodbaths of revenge and flawed redemption that 
were Sympathy For Mr Vengeance, Oldboy and Lady 
Vengeance. 

True to form, Korean director Park Chan-wook’s I’m A 
Cyborg is as mad as a basketful of weasels, jam- 
packed with moments of goofy surrealism and jarring 
violence yet capable of absurdly touching whimsy. 
After her beloved grandmother’s mental breakdown 
and incarceration, Young-goon (Lim Su-Jeong) comes 
to believe that she’s a cyborg, refusing to eat because 
human food will short-circuit her internal workings 
and taking ‘sustenance’ by licking batteries. 
Institutionalised and getting progressively weaker, she 
spends her days talking to light fittings and vending 
machines while plotting to somehow break free and 
go to her grandmother’s aid. 

Her fellow inmates are an equally eclectic community 
and chief among them is the frequently masked II- 
soon, a handsome young man whose fear that he is 
dwindling in significance and may eventually vanish 
altogether leads him to wander around ‘stealing’ the 
abilities and psychoses of those around him. 

Drawn to Young-goon’s plight, he sees a chance to 
restore some degree of his self-worth by helping her 
via his special powers. 

It’s nigh impossible to do justice to the film’s 
successful blend of romantic froth and the harsh 
realities of mental illness, suffice to say that it works a 
treat. 

Particularly unexpected are the moments when the 
camera’s perspective slips into Young-goon’s world 
and, believing herself fully recharged following a bout 
of electroshock therapy, she stalks Terminator- like 
through the wards with her arms outstretched, bullets 
erupting from her fingertips and shell-casings spilling 
from her mouth as she mows down the staff. 

Just as surprising, although far more charming, she 
and Il-soon use their powers to reduce her to 
microscopic size and she’s carried away on her bed 
into the distant mountains by a ladybird while the 
soundtrack swells with delirious yodelling. 

Gently deranged, quixotic and unlike anything else 
you’ll see. 

Also featured on the disc are making-of, deleted 
scenes, trailers and an insightful interview with Park 
at The Barbican.

CHRYSALIS 

(Momentum Pictures, 15, retail) 

Taking ideas from cyberpunk, films noir and Japanese 
anime, this debut feature from French director Julien 
Leclercq is a visually pristine slice of near-future sci-fi 
wrapped around a labyrinthine plot. 

Set in Paris in the year 2025, it opens with leading 
holographic surgeon Professor Brugen and her 
daughter Manon getting caught in a terrible car 
accident. 

Elsewhere, hardboiled cop David (Albert Dupont) 
watches his partner/lover murdered in a gun battle 
with Bulgarian crook Nicolov (Alain Figlarz), leaving 



him desolate and hungering for revenge. 

He’s partnered with empathic rookie Marie and 
promptly does the loose cannon thing by going after 
Nicolov on his own initiative, hunting him down via a 
human trafficking ring and the bodies of dead illegal 
immigrants found with curious scars on their eyelids. 
It’s a trail that leads directly to Brugen’s clinic, where 
Manon is still miraculously recovering from her 
injuries, and when David figures out the connection 
between the esteemed surgeon and violent criminal 
he opens the door on a nightmarish scientific 
advance. 

First and foremost, Chrysalis is a visually ravishing 
film, desaturated of colour until it appears this entire 
world is sculpted from shades of gun metal grey. The 
future technology, too, is well used, dropped in 
casually for the most part and all the more credible 
for it. 

And in Dupont it’s got the perfect noir anti-hero, a 
battered, two-fisted knight errant only interested in 
avenging his dead love and more than capable of 
mixing it in the film’s several bone-crunching close- 
quarters fight scenes. 

But while Leclercq manages to interlaces his varied 
plot strands, they don’t really begin to gel until very 
near the end and he allows several huge leaps of 
disbelief to be subsequently addressed with the most 
unlikely of explanations. That said, this is coolly 
stylish, brooding stuff and bodes well for future 
projects. 

Also included is a making-of, storyboards and a 
trailer.

SEMI-PRO 

(Entertainment In Video, 15, retail & rental) 

Will Ferrell is one of those boats that left the island 
while I sat on the beach waving a puzzled farewell to 
all those toasting him as a comedic second coming. 
He was pretty amusing as a cameo in Starsky & 

Hutch, but Elf? Really? And Anchorman: The Legend 
of Ron Burgundy ? Bewitched ? Talladega Nights: The 
Ballad Of Ricky Bobby? The pointless reboot of The 
Producers? 

An output divided between mainstream comedy-light 
garbage or prolonged in-jokes poking fun at fairly 
specific niche characters hardly seems the stuff of 
genius and you can’t help but wonder if anybody’s 
going to be watching these films in a couple of years, 
let alone a couple of decades. 

Whether you’re standing on the deck guffawing or are 
scowling in bewilderment with sand between your 
toes, it’s unlikely Semi-Pro will change your mind one 
way or the other. 

It’s 1976 and Ferrell plays Jackie Moon, maverick 
singer of lurve songs and owner/coach of the Flint 
Tropics basketball team, the usual bunch of misfit no- 
hopers. When his league is threatened with a merger 
which only the top four teams will survive, he recruits 
a former ace (Woody Harrelson) and starts turning 
his team’s fortunes around via a serious of unlikely 
tactics and silly promotions. 

It’s amiable enough and has a few laughs along the 
way, but this is a pretty undemanding and formulaic 
product.

Like last time, it opens with a slice 
of trademark self-deprecating, mildly humorous geek 
rock, with Troublemaker filling the Beverley Hills slot. 
And, as one would expect, it carries on in similarly 
solid fashion, with 12 tracks of very listenable - dare 
one say, almost easy listening at times - guitar rock. 

UNIVERSE IN REVERSE 

Infadels (album, Wall Of Sound) 

More dance/rock crossover chicanery from the 
tiresome London five-piece, who seem to have crafted 


each of their interminably dull guitars-with-beats 
numbers to sound comfortably at home on the 
soundtrack of a high-octane Playstation game. 
Seemingly convinced that blending formulaic rock riffs 
with bargain basement beats is somehow innovative, 
they conveniently forget that Apollo 440, The Lo- 
Fidelity Allstars et al were knocking out this sort of 
instantly forgettable tripe years ago. Yes, it’s kind of 
catchy, and yes, it's almost danceable, but ultimately 
it’s disposable, fast food dance rock that will leave you 
wondering why you didn’t go for something more 
refined in the first place. 

DISASTRO 

Sonny J (album, EMI) 

The weird and wonderful collide in this brilliant record 
from Liverpudlian turntablist Sonny J, which will have 
you tapping your toes and losing yourself in each of 
the soulfully funky vibes crammed into every track. 
From upbeat hyperfunk throwing you into a world 
where the sun always shines to classically chilled 
rhythms washing over your brain, it’s a masterpiece.

IT'S that time of year again and the British social season is in full swing, with 
this week's Royal Ascot just one of a number of events taking place in the UK. 
Badminton was as popular as ever in May and equestrian fans will be looking 
forward to the three-day Burghley Horse Trials in September. Polo fans will be 
making their way to Cowdrey Park for the Veuve Cliquot Gold Cup in July, as 
well as Guards Polo Club for the Cartier International Day. 

Closer to home, the equine enthusiasts amongst us will be handling the day- 
to-day necessities of looking after a horse. 

Keeping a horse or pony at grass is more natural than stabling and as the 
horses or ponies can be kept as a group, the risk of behavioral problems or 
accidents occurring are less. Less attention is needed and costs are lower. 
However, there are also disadvantages, as the grass kept horse or pony may 
require greater preparation for riding, particularly if wet and muddy. 

The horse should be checked daily for health and any signs of injury. The 
maintenance and management of the field is also an important part of the 
care of the horse or pony to ensure safety, high quality grazing and lack of 
poisonous plants. 

Any grass-kept horse or pony should have a sheltered area available and this 
is not only important over the winter, when the horses and ponies wish to 
shelter from the winds, but equally so during the summer, as relief from the 
heat of the sun. Shelters can either be man-made, or natural shelter can be 
provided by hedges and trees. 

Many horses and ponies kept at grass thrive during the summer on grass 
alone, but as the grass subsides during the autumn and winter months, hay 
will need to be fed to compensate for the lack of grass available and 
additional feed may also be required during the colder months. During 
particularly dry summers, the grass available may become sparse and hay 
may need to be fed early. 

Finer horses and ponies with white legs can be prone to Mud Fever over the 
winter months. During the spring, the grass available is lush and although not 
a problem for most horses and ponies, it can cause obesity and some ponies 
may also suffer from laminitis. Therefore, restricted access to grass may need 
to be considered and this can be achieved by the use of a muzzle, without the 
need to move the horse or pony or restricting access within the field. 

During the summer, pale horses and those with pale areas on the face are 
particularly prone to sunburn, particularly around the nose and mouth, and 
this can be prevented by applying an equine sun cream at the beginning of 
each day. 

Horses and ponies are also much bothered by flies during the summer and 
although their manes and tails and those of other horses nearby are put to 
use in flicking away flies, equine fly repellents applied daily provide relief. 
Water should always be available and checked regularly and make sure you 
are registered with a good vet and vaccinations and worming are always up 
to date.

P EUGEOT’S 207 
range features a 
1.4-litre 16-valve 
petrol engine that, 
although generally 
competent, would not raise 
too much interest. 

Not too powerful, not too expensive, 
not too thirsty and not too 
environmentally unfriendly, it pleads 
guilty to all of these — but it also has 
the ability to make the 207 come alive 
as an engaging and fun car to drive. 
The 1.4-litre 16-valve is offered in 
both 3-door and 5-door hatchback 
forms, the clever design ensuring 
that the 5-door loses none of the 
sporting style that is inherent to the 
car’s character. 

Peugeot is building the 207 at three 
sites in France, Spain and Slovakia, 
ensuring that as sales start to ramp 
up they’ll have sufficient capacity to 
meet the demand. 

The 1.4-litre 16-valve petrol-powered 
models reach 62mph in 15.6 seconds 
and have a top speed of 104mph. In 
the economy and environmental 
arenas, the combined cycle 
performance of the 1.4-litre 16-valve 
petrol averages 44.8mpg, with the 
CC >2 emissions figure coming out at a 
commendable 152g/km. 

On the road is where the 207 1.4-litre 
16-valve really shows its mettle. It 


revs easily and really sings when 
driven hard. The steering, ride and 
handling are superb on both 3-door 
and 5-door models and they are great 
fun to drive, especially on twisty, 
hilly roads, with the 1.4-litre engine 
showing its full flexibility. The 
gearbox has a crisp feel, with the 
changes being smooth yet positive. 
Peugeot has taken care that the 207 is 
priced closely to key competitors like 
Renault’s latest Clio and Fiat’s 
Grande Punto. And that’s despite the 
fact that it claims the 207 sets fresh 
class standards in terms of trim 
quality and equipment levels 
throughout the entire range. 

The design follows the corporate 
image seen on other models in the 
range, like the 307 and 407, with the 
large ‘smiling’ grille and sharky 
front light cluster which extends 
almost back to the ‘A’ pillar. 

The neat styling has shades of 206 
about it, yet the car is completely 
different, based on the company’s 
‘Platform 1’ floor pan which it shares 
with the 1007. The striking and 
rather sporty look, which was 
designed in-house by Peugeot’s own 
stylists, should maintain the strong 
customer following. 

Sitting in the 207 1.4-litre 16-valve, 
you can immediately sense that this 
car is far removed from the 206 in 
terms of its quality and elegance. 
Plus the 207, even in the S level 


model, is head and shoulders above 
its equivalent 206 in terms of 
refinement. 

The elegant centre panel houses all 
the usual heating, ventilation and 
audio switches while the binnacle 
behind the steering wheel features 
three circular dials, mirroring those 
usually seen on a motorcycle. The 
overall effect is very pleasing and 
gives the impression of a very 
upmarket product. 

The front seats are very comfortable 
and give good support. In the rear, as 
with most vehicles in this sector, the 
available space is rather limited to 
the size of the passenger and driver 
seated in the front. With the front 
seats fully extended backwards, the 
space in the back can be a bit 
restricted. 

And are the equipment levels really 


class-leading? It depends how you 
look at it. Two trim levels are 
available with the 1.4-litre 16-valve: S 
and Sport. The 1.4-litre 16-valve 
model does come surprisingly well 
kitted out, even in S level trim, with 
features that include power steering, 
remote control central locking with 
deadlocks, electric front windows 
with one-touch operation for the 
driver, stereo radio and CD player, 
driver and passenger seat height 
adjustment as well as 60/40 split 
folding rear seats. 

A sophisticated braking system is 
also standard on this car, featuring 
ABS with EBFD (electronic 
brakeforce distribution) and EBA 
(electronic braking assistance), 
ensuring the 207 stops quickly and in 
a controlled manner. The Sport, in 
addition, features 15-inch Monaco 
alloy wheels, sports front seats, front 


fog lamps, on-board computer as well 
as a leather-trimmed steering wheel 
and gear knob. 

Safety has been designed into the 207 
from its conception, so it was no 
surprise that it earned a five-star 
rating from the EuroNCAP tests. The 
207’s front end contains two impact 
absorption structures borrowed from 
the 407 that distribute impact energy 
more efficiently in the event of a 
collision. Sill reinforcements and 
tubular bars in the doors aid 
structural rigidity. 

Numerous airbags are installed in 
the 207 and the front two ‘adaptive’ 
airbags have a dual-generator 
function that can vary their 
pressures according to the severity of 
the impact. Side airbags also feature 
as standard on all 1.4-litre 16-valve 
models. All 207s are fitted with two 3- 
point Isofix mountings in the rear 
outer seats, each of which can 
accommodate a child’s Isofix car 
safety seat. 

These days, when the diesel versions 
of a new model range are usually 
touted as the ones to go for, it makes 
a refreshing change to buck the trend 
and declare that a humble 1.4-litre 16- 
valve petrol is possibly the best all¬ 
round engine available in the 207 
range. 

This easy-revving unit is the jewel in 
the 207’s crown but could easily be 
overlooked.

Ambitious new chairman unveils blueprint 
to take club towards Blue Square Premier

NEW Hawks chairman Simon 
Morgan has a five-year vision to 
take Harlow Town towards the 
promised land of the Blue 
Square Premier. 

Speaking to Star Sport after his 
appointment, Morgan revealed how he 
plans to revitalise the Ryman premier 
division club. 

Morgan replaces Steve Ray, who 
stepped down in October last year. 

“I will continue [Steve Ray’s] hard work. 
He is going to be a hard act to follow. The 
aim is to get the club into shape and push 
on over the next two or three years. I want 
to head towards the Conference [Blue 
Square Premier] in five years,” Morgan 
explained. 

Morgan, who joined the club in 
September 2005 as vice-chairman, said his 
first job would be to completely restruc¬ 
ture the Board at Barrows Farm - and he 
will be looking at appointing new mem¬ 
bers not solely for financial reasons. 

He plans to attract new sponsors, over¬ 
haul the club’s youth set-up, introduce a 
close working relationship between 
Harlow’s schools and the club, while 
attracting new fans and trying to push 
attendances beyond the 500 mark. 

He said: “We are aiming for 500 mini¬ 
mum. That’s the benchmark. We will have 
incentives for people to come back to 
watch the club.” 

The Hawks, promoted in 2007, are only 
two divisions below the Blue Square 
Premier but narrowly avoided relagtion 
last term. However, Morgan believes the 
experience the club’s young players picked 


up last season, plus the addition of three or 
four new players which player-boss Ryan 
Kirby has identified, will enable the club to 
enjoy better fortunes next time around. 

“Whatever league we are in it is going to 
be a battle,” said Morgan. “We had a tough 
season last season, but it was a great learn¬ 
ing curve, especially for me. 

“We can and will compete. Our aim is to 
stabilise early on. The youngsters will have 
key roles this year.” 

The Harlow-based businessman will 
team up with director Bill Wiseman, who 
is the club’s new vice-chairman. 

Morgan believes Wiseman’s role will be 
crucial. “He has great experience. We have 
had a great relationship during my time at 
the club. We get on very well and have 


become close friends. Bill has great con¬ 
tacts. We will work together as a team,” 
said Morgan. 

“I will deal with the commercial side. 
These are difficult times. The club needs 
stability. We are looking for new people to 
come on board. 

“The club must be run more like a busi¬ 
ness. People are feeling the pinch but we 
will stand up and be counted.” 

Jeff Bothwell will remain as chief exec¬ 
utive, but Morgan and Wiseman will work 
in tandem with managing director Gary 
Lewis. 

Lewis said: “I know that Simon will 
undertake a very much ‘hands on’ role and 
his energy and vision will help to ensure 
the club’s continued success.”
